His condition se- 
riously alarmed bis physician and his 
family. 

' On Septémber 25, it was announced 
bis son tliat he was failing rapidly 
and he lapsed at times into uncon- 

‘sciousness. From that time until his 

‘death he was umabie to take nourish- 
ment, but his constitution enabled him 
to resist death for such a length of 
time that even his physician was sur- 

prised. 

Sketch of His Life. 

George Frisbie Hoar, senior United 
States Senator from Massachusetts, 
son of Samuel Hoar, the statesman, 
@nd grandson of Capt. Samuel! Hoar. 
@n officer in the Revolutionary War. 
‘was born at Concord, Mass., August 
29, 1826, and was educated at Concord 
Academy and at Harvard College, from 
which latter institution he was grad- 
mated with the class of 1846. After 
studying law he was graduated from 
the Harvard law school and began the 
‘practice of his profeasion at Worces- 
ter, his home until bis death. 

He was a member of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives in 
1852 and of the State Senate in 1857, 
after which he was elected, as a Re 
publican, to four successive Con- 
gresses, serving from March 4, 1869, 
until March 3, 1877. 

He.declined a renomination to Con- 
gress, was elected United States Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts, taking his 
peat March 5, 1877, was reélected in 
1883 and again at the expiration of 
each successive tefm., the last time be- 
ing in 1901. His present term would 
have expired in 1907, completing a pe- 
vied of thirty years’ service in the 
upper house. 

He was a delegate to the Republi- 
can Nationa! Conventions of 1876. 
1880 and 1884, and one of the manag. 
ers, On the part of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, of the Belmont impeach- 
ment trial, in 1876, and a member of 


“the Electorial Commission of that 


year. 

He was an overseer of Harvard in 
1874-80, regent of the Smithsonian 
Institution in 1880, president of the 
American Antiquarian Society in 1887, 
.trustee of the Peabody Museum of 
Archaeology and & member of | the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, be- 
sides many other historica!. scientific 
and literary societies. He received 
the degree of LL.D. from William and 
Mary, Amherst, Yale and Harvard col- 
leges, successively. 

Senator Hoar was twice married— 
to Miss Mary Louisa Spurr and after 
her death to Miss Ruth A. Miller. His 
second wife died in Washington last 
winter. 

He is survived by one brother, Eben- 
ezer Rockwood Hoar of Worcester, a 
prominent member of the Massachu- 
setts bar; and by one son, Col. Rock- 
wood Hoar, district attorney of Wor- 
cester county.

Sept. 29.— With a 
stop of an hour at this point, Senator 
Fairbanks concluded his four days’ 
speaking tour of the State of Mon- 
tana. His special train arrived at 8:30 
o'clock a.m,., and was met at the rail- 
road station by a committee of promi- 
nent Republicans and escorted to an 
immense tent near the depot by the 
Young Men's Republican. Club and a 
brass band. The tent in which the) 
meeting was held is used as a theater, | 
and the orators époke from a platform

The early hour at which the meet- 
ing was held did not have the effect 
of preventing a large attendance or of 
diminishing the ardor of those who 
were there. The meeting was thor- 
oughly appreciative, and there were 
cheers or greeting as Senators Fair- 
banks and Dolliver were taken to the 
meeting place.

While considerable 
public interest has been aroused by the 
reports that the President is sounding 
the powers as to the advisability of call- 
ing another peace conference at The 
Hague, no intimation of such a purpose 
has yet been officially conveyed to Hus- 
sia, either through Ambassador (Cassini 
or Ambassador McCormick. in official 
circles, the proposition is not considered 
to be exactly opportune. The Russian 
government, naturally, is greatly inter- 
ested in the tribunal which owes its 
existence to Emperor Nicholas’s initia- 
tive, and under agdinary circumstances 
would welcome anything to forward its 
aims, but it is pointed out that, during 
the war, it would hardly be considered 
with favor. The neutral powers would, 
of course, desire to limit the activity of 
the belligerents. Russi@ admits that 
there are many questi growing out 
of the war in the Far st which it 
would profit all the power@ to definitely 
settle, and she fs in favor of a confer- 
ence at the cloge of the war. 

THE NOVOSTI'S SARCASM. 

The Novostl, in a bitterly sarcastic 
editorial, refers to the conference of the 
Institute of International Law, which 
closed at Edinburg yesterday, and to 
the proposal from the United States to 
reassemble The Hague conference, The 
paper declares that international law is 
a polite myth, under cover of which the 
strongest nation takes what it wants 
without regard for its opponents’ rights 
and feelings, and says there is not a 
tenet In the so-called code which has 
not been broken whenever it sulted the 
convenience of some nation able to defy 
it. Theonly nations ever appealing to 
the international! code, the editorial as- 
serts, are too weak to stand up for their 
demands, and they have always found 
that the law was administered by the 
strong arm of the most powerful nation 
always fixing the interpretation before 
the court. 

The Russ makes an Intricate calcu- 
lation of Japan's fighting strength, 
from which it concludes that the Japa- 
nese have a reserve of 1,100,000 men 
upon which to draw to fll up their 
battalions decimated in the field. It 
says the critics have been all along 
deceived both by the difference In the 
Japanese army on a war and on a 
peace footing and by the statistics of 
the able-bodied men fitted to respond 
to a call for military service. Russia, 
the Russ says, must reckon upon an 
effective foe of over one million strong, 
when organizing her forces to meet the 
Japanese in the Far East, 


PRINCE PETER’S REGIME. 
VON PLEHVE DAYS PAST. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M.) 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 29, 1:48 p. 

m.—{Bv Atlantic Cable.) Prince Peter 
av jatopolsk-Mirsky assumed active di-\ 
rection of the Ministry of Interior to- 
day. It is already apparent that there 
will be almost a clean sweep of the old 
Von Plehve régine. A number of the 
old Heutenants of the former Mimister 
have resigned. Both the Chief of the 
Gendarmerie and the Secretary of 
State of Finland, which powerful of- 
fices the late Von Plehve acculmulated, 
will be divorced from the Ministry of 
the Interior, the new Minister having 
firmly refused to have any connection 
with the police. 

M. Stischinsky, who, as Under-Sec- 
retarv of State and Director of the 
land department, acting in an advisory 
capacity in dealing with the Zemsat- 
vos, will, it is understood, be appointed 
Secretary of State of Finland. He is 
distinctly a man of moderate views. 
Gen. Ridzevsky. It is also believed, will 
be chosen Chief of the Gendarmerie, 
which will become an independent de- 
partment. Ridzevsky has just resign- 
ed the important position of Chief Sec- 
retary of the Ministry of the Imperia] 
Household in order to be able to ac- 
cept the position of Chief of the Gen- 
darmerie. 

The speech of Prince Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky, Russian Minister of the Inter- 
jor, at his reception of the officials of 
the Ministry of Interior today, is bound 
to produce a deep impression in Rus- 
sia and be interpreted as the harbin- 
ger of a mild and broad régime. It 
has a ring which will be welcomed by 
the Liberals. While not going into de- 
tails, it practically reiterates what the 
Minister said to the Associated Press 
at Vilna, September 23, about the Em- 
peror’s manifesto furnishing the guid- 
ing spirit of *'« administration. The 
following words are considered to be 
a direct appeal to the people. who have 
trust in his régime: “It is my deep 
conviction that the fruitfulness of the 


fidence which knits its relation to the 
social class, the institutions and the 
people in general.”

ALL TO REPENT 
EXPOSES BIGAMY. 

FORMER LOS ANGELES CLERK 
TELLS ALL IN GALVESTON. 
When R. E. Scott Lis 

doing Came Over Him and Now 


the Police Are Calling Back and 
Forth. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

GALVESTON (Tex.) Sept. 29.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.}] R. E. Scott, a 
drygoods clerk, gave himself up to 
the police department last night, 
stating that after listening to the 
Salvation Army services in the streets 
he had become converted and re- 
pented of being a, bigamist. He 
stated that he had been here only four 
or five days and had come direct 
from Los Angeles. He now has a 
wife; also, a wife in Canada. Chief 
Rowan of the police department here 
telegraphed to the Los Angeles po- 
lice department concerning the mat- 
ter, but he bas not yet received a 
reply. 

According to Scott's story, seven- 
teen years ago he was married in 
Canada, but, owing to domestic trou- 
bles conjugal relations lasted but a 
short time. The divorce laws of 
Canada, he says, are so strict that a 
divorce cannot be secured without 
putting up $300 at the institution of 
proceedings and before the matter 
is adjusted the aggregate is ap- 
proximately $3000. 

Last August, he says, he was mar- 
ried in Los Angeles to a widow with 
three children—but not until the Sal- 
vation Army servicer last night did 
the thought of a bigamist worry him. 


Left One Gride Here. 
“Robert Scott of No. 635 West 
Thirty-seventh street disappeared 
from Los Angeles Monday, Septem- 
ber 19. Scott left a bride of five 
weeks in this city and dropped out 


of sight. He formerly worked for 
the New York Store of Phoenix,

FACTS MAKE LAW. 


Conclusions Arrived at by Swedish 
Jurist at Congress of Lawyers 
at St. Lovwis. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 29.—The proceed- 
ings of the Universal Congress of Law- 
yers and Jurists, which will continue 
throughout the week, are to be con- 
ducted with dispatch and without loss 
of time. President Brewer announced 
that he would hold the congress strict- 
ly to the rules adopted, which pro- 
vide that discussion must be limited 
to fifteen minutes by each speaker. 

The first addreas of today’s session 
was delivered by Vice-Judge Gustave 
E. Fahlcrantzg, -advocate, of Stock- 
holm, Sweden, who said in part: 

“It will be easily recognized that 
there are two ways for arriving at 
an answer to the question of justice; 
that the method must depend upon the 
view we take of the administration of 
justice as either a practical thing or 
a Mmeatter of science. As a practical 
thing, I am looking upon the adminis- 
tration of justice mainly as a means 
of help, a means of visiting those who 
are suffering wrong. Administration 
of justice as a science looks 
upon matters more from a generaliza- 
tion point of view under which each 
case is put in a certain class with re- 
spect to some 
or certain signs. The individuality of 
the case is not 80 closely considered.” 

He then went into an exhaustive ex- 
planatory view of the different sys- 
tems of the world, saying that all em- 


bodied the fundamental principle that 
facts make law, or, ae set forth In an 
Old Swedish law code, “no law is bet- 


ter to follow than the truth.” 
JURY SYSTEM DISCUSSED. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED WRESS—P.M.) 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 29.—Judge John M. 
Dillon of New York said he was thor- 
oughly convinced that the present jury 
system was the best fitted to our indi- 
viduality. It made _ the individual 
prominent and that was what we are 
fond of. He said he preferred a trial 
in which the jury and judge and wit- 
nesses for the opposing side would be 
brought face to face. Given a good 
judge, who knows just how to thor- 
oughly instruct a jury, he would rather 
have a jury of twelve men of ordinary 
intelligence than twelve men of supe- 
rior learning. 

The following resolution, on which the 
Committee on Nations had reported 
favorably, was adopted by the congress 
with unanimity: 

“Resolved, that the Universal Con- 

ess of Lawyers and Jurists, sympa- 
thizing_ with all movements to bring 
about ace among nations by interna- 
tional friendly agreement, welcomes the 
announcement of the President of the 
United States that he purposes to call a 
new conference.” 

The congress voted down a resolution 
on which the committee had reported 
unfavorably, to the effect that the Em- 
peror of Russia be requested to cal) the 
new conference.

BOSTON, Sept. 29.—An increase in 
the amounts of gifts from individuals 
and churches, but a marked falling off 
in legacies, is shown by the financial 
report of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions, which 
was made public today, in anticipation 
of its ninety-fifth annual meeting at 
Grinnell, lowa, October 11 to 13.

“Clique.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—More than a 
thousand Roman Catholic ecclesiastics 
from all parts of the country, attend- 
ing as delegates the Third Genera! 
Eucharistic Congress, were present to- 
day at St. Patrick's Cathedral. The 
congress, without a dissenting voice, 
adopted tae following: 

“The Third Eucharistic Congress of 
the United States, having in view re- 
cent events in France affecting reli- 
gion and iiberty, decides to put itself 
on record by the following  resolu- 
tions: 

“First—We tender our Holy Father. 
Pope Pius X, our reverential recogni- 
tlon and profound admiration of his 
apostolic stand in favor of true human 
liberty and essential human rights as 
against the behests and threats of an 
infidel faction that has for the time be- 
ing possessed itself of the govern. 
ment of a once Catholic nation and a 
sister republic. 

“BSecond—We, the children of the 
church and loyal. ministers and dis- 
pensers of her ministries, sympathize 
deeply with our much-tried brethren 
across the water, and whose glorious 
record for so long has been gesta Dei 
per Francos, and we assure her bish- 
ops, priests and people that we are 
heart and soul with them in their bat- 
tle for right, truth and civilization. 

“Third—We condemn with all the 
emphasis which not only the dictates 
of the natural law but the instincts, 
moreover, of Catholic faith itself put 
upon the action of a clique inspired 
by the secret societies in exiling and 
persecuting the religious orders and 
communities of men and women whose 
only crime was that they had made a 
sacrifice of their whole selves, their 
belongings, their faculties and their 
very lives to the interests of charity, 
of education and of the common weal 
of their native land. 

“May the Divine Helmsman,: whom 
we today, in deepest adoration, hail 
as our Eucharist King, rise up 
again and say. as he once sald to the 
storms and waves, ‘Peace; be still."”

BOSTON,, Sept. 29.—After allowing 
time for the communications in the 
Phelps-Gurney case to reach Washing- 
ton, Gov. Bates today made public 
previous letters bearing on the subject. 
The Governor informed the State De- 
partment that the judgment against 
Third Secretary Gurney of the British 
Embassy has been vacated and the 
fines imposed remitted. He says that 
Judge Phelps has expressed regret to 
the secretary by letter, a «opy of 
which he forwarded, together with a 
statement by Judge Phelps. Gov. 
Bates tuggests that the attention of 
the British Ambassador be called to 
the breach of the laws of Massachu- 
setts, under the belief that the Am- 
bassador will take such action as the 
case may demand. 

The Governor also expresses regret 
that want of knowledge of the law has 
resulted in an error of judicial author- 
ity in Massachusetts, and expresses the 
hope that the statement of regret by 
Judge Phelps may be recognized as a 
conclusive disavowal of any. Intention 
of Massachusetts courts to ignore in- 
ternational law. 

JUDGE PHELPS'S LETTER. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS~-P.M 


BOSTON, Sept. 29.—The letter of 
Judge Phelps to Acting Gov. Guild 
follows: “In response to your tele- 
gram, I have the honor to submit the 
following statement in regard to the 
proceedings in the case of Hon. Hugh 
Gurney, Third Secretary of His Bri- 
tannic Majesty’s Embassy. 

“Mr. Gurney was arraigned before 
this court for running an automobile 
through the streets of Stockbridge in 
violation of Section 8 Chapter 473 of 
the Acts of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts of 1903, which section ts 
as follows: 
“'*Section 8—No automobile or motor- 
cycle shal] be run on a public or pri- 
vate way laid out under the authori- 
ties of the statutes outside the limits 
ofa city or thickly-settled business 
part of a town or fire district at a 
speed exceeding ten miles an hour. 
ipon approaching a crossing or inter- 
sectinge of ways, also in traversing a 
crossing or intersection, and in goirg 
around a corner or curve in the high- 
way, every person operating an anto- 
mobile or motorcycle shall run it at a 
rate of speed less than that horeto- 
fore specified and at no time greater 
th is reasonable and proper, having 
regard to traffic and the use of the 
way and the safety of the public, and 
in no event exceeding eight miles an 
hour.’ 

“Mr. Gurney refused to plead to the 
charge, and I thereupon entered a 
plea of ‘not guilty’ to be entered, 
Evidence was then presented, satisfy- 
ing me beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the offense had been committed as 
charged. Accordingly, I found Mr. 
Gurney guilty and sentenced him to 
pay a fine of $25. 

“The statements made by Mr. Gur- 
ney before the court were of such a 
character as to appear to me to be a 
manifest and intentional defiance of 
judicial authorigy and to be, as I be- 
lieved, and fouhd, in contempt of 
court. Thereupon I gdjudged him so 
in contempt and imposed a fine of $25 
therefor. 

“I have since learned that Mr. 
Gurney, as Secretary of His Britannic 
Majesty's Mmbassy, was not Mable to 
arrest for breach of the laws of this 
State, or to arraignment before this 
court or within its jurisdiction. I 
have, therefore, this day caused the 
judgment of -the court to be vacated, 
the fines to be remitted and returned. 
I send you herewith a letter directed 
to Mr. Gurney, expressing my regret 
for an assumption of jurisdiction from 
which he, as a representative of the 
British government, is exempt. Had I 
been better apprised of the usages of 
international law embedied and de- 
clared in the Federal statutes, the 
court would not have assumed any ju- 
risdiction in the premises. The unfor- 
tunate cause of my erfor was in as- 
suming that the jurisdiction of the 
court extended to all’ persons found 
and adjudged to be offenders against 
the law. I proceeded in ignwrance of 
the usages of international law and or 
the provisions of the Federal statutes, 
the question never before having come 
before the court, nor was’ it s0 pre- 
sented to me as to advisg: me of my 
error in the premises. 

“The action of the court Was Inspired 
wholly and absolutely by @ purpose to 
enforce the law and for the protection 
of human life, endangered by the con- 


duct of Mr. Gurney, as established by 


the evidence presented to me."

The state 
ment of Judge Phelps with relation to 
the proceedings in the case is inclosed 
herewith. From this, it appears that 
under a misapprehension as to the 
jurisdiction of his court over the per- 
son of the defendant, the justice acted 
in violation of the United States stat- 
utes in adjudging Mr. Gurney guilty 
and imposing sentence. Upon being ap- 
prised of his error, Judge Phelps or- 
dered the judgments vacated, and the 
filines imposed remitted, and has re- 
quested me to forward through you to 
Mr. Gurney his tInclosed letter. 

As executive of this commonwealth, 
I deeply regret want of knowledge of 
the law seldom, if ever, invoked in our 
inferior courts with relation to the im- 
munity to which foreign representa- 
tives are entitied through the laws of 
nations, and through which they may 
find protection when disregarding our 
laws. I suggest that the attention of 
the Ambassador of His Britannic Maj- 
esty be invited to the breach of the 
laws of this commonwealih embraced 
in the statement of Judge Phelps, ac- 
companying this letter, believing that 
if his attention is called to it he wii!

Describing the attempt after leav- 
ing Vardo, Norway, August 6, Champ 
suld the.Frithjof first encountered tre- 
mendous gales. After meeting with 
an ice pack she steamed as rapidly as 
possible until she reached almost 79 
deg. of north latitude, when drift ice 
drove her back. After endeavoring to 
find another passage the Frithjof was 
obliged September 14 to give up the 
‘attempt, as new ice was forming of a 
thickness of seven inches in twenty- 
four hours. 

Champs said it was just possible 
that the America might be able to 
reease herself during October, but 
probably she would not be heard from 
until next year. He believed, how- 
ever, that the members of the expe- 
dition were amply supplied with pro- 
visions ahd other necessaries and that 
there was no reason for much anxiety 
concerning them.

The farmer, 
paid liberally for his harvests expends 
generously for Yamily and home pur- 
poses. Money is thus in constant cir- 
culation. Manufacturing methods 
steadily improve. Farming becomes 
more and more an art requiring indus- 
try and ingenuity. 

The American farmer was never bet- 
ter off than today. Never was the 
American mechanic and manufacturing 
hand so well paid. They know what 
party and what policy make them 
prosperous.—{ Loulsville Herald. 


The Record as to the Tariff. 

Chairman Hornblower said at Sara- 
toga that “the American people have 
never as yet given a mandate to Con- 
gress to pass & protective tariff, nor 
they ever approved such a tar- 


Appiauding the statement, the New 
York Times says: ‘It Is literally true 


‘that the American people have voted 


but once in the last sixty years on 
protection, and then condemned it.” 

The Times refers to the campaign of 
1892, when the Democratic party made 
an extreme pronouncement on the tar- 
if question. It is much to be doubt- 
ed, however, ff-that pronouncement 
elected Mr. Cleveland. Has the Times 
forgotten the Hemestead strike, which 
happened. just as the national cam- 
paign was opening? Although the Re- 
publicans had had no hand in that 
matter, the fact that Mr. Carnegie was 
a Repulmican and his great pliant at 
that point was enjoying the benefits of 
protection, caused the strike to be 
used against the Republicans, and a 
great many labor votes were influenced 
by it. 

By 1896 the wage earners had recov- 
ered their judgement, and were disposed 
to look a little more closely into mat- 
ters. Mr. Bryan tried to,induce them 
to support free siiver, but they fol- 
liowed Mr. MeKinley. the foremost 
champion of protection in the world. 
The Republican candidate talked pre- 
tection that year quite as much as he 
did sound money. In facet, the most 
telling sentiment he uttered was con- 
tained in the phrase that opening the 
mille of the country was far more im- 
portant than opening the mints. 

The Republican victor$ of 1896 was 


followed by the enactment of the 
Dingley law. The victorious arty 
treuted the verdict that had beef ren- 


dered “at the polls as a “mandate” in 
favor of pretection. When the cam- 
paign of 1900 opened, the Dingley law 
had been in operation three full years, 
and the Republicans, with Mr. Me- 


‘Kinley agatr at their head, boasted of 


what had been accomplished under it. 
The tariff record was unassailable, and 
Mr. Bryan tried the issue of imperia!- 
ism. But the wage earners stood by 
McKinley and the Dingley law, 
and rolled up a bigger majority than 
they had done four years before. The 
manufacturing States repudiated Mr. 
Bryan overwhelmingly. 

if they have full faith in their con- 
tention, let Mr. Hornblower and the 
Times induce the Parker people to 
plich Dresent campaign on protec- 
tion, taking the ground that it should 
be cut up root and branch at the 
earliest possible day and genuine free 


trade inaugurated. Outside of the 
Sou'h, where policies are never con- 
sidered, the Democratic party would 


not carry a single State on that prop-

$40.000,000 In rovnd numbers. but dur- 
ing that time the United States paid 
$50,000,000 for a Panama Canal and 


edvanced $4,600,000 to the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, which Ilatter 
amount is to be returned to the gov- 
ernment. If Mr. Parker will deduct his 
epparent deficit of $42,000,000 from the 

600,000 paid for the purchase of the 
Panama Canal and the cncouragement 
of an exposition of world-wide scope 
end importance, he would find a bal- 
ance of $12,000,000 and upward on the 
ether ride of the iledger.—(Chicago 
Chronicle.

It would secm 
that long ago the country had got 
he:s through bungling with the tariff, 
and that it woule not be neccssary to 
argue with any intclligent. citizen to 
convince ‘him that: protection the 
thing for America. Yet every four years 
the issuc has to be met. A big pollit- 
ical party etill clings ‘to the idea of 
free tisde despite the failures of many 
experimct.ts in that Jirection. The na- 
tion a8 a whole secms not yet con- 
vinced of thac which experience has 
been trying to pound into its under- 
standing for more than a _ century. 
Many still prefer to listen to the voice 
of the theorizer, while closing their 
ears to the teachings which come so 
convincingly from the mouth of experi- 
ence.—[Kansas City Journal. 


Imperialiem. 

With the issue of imperialism raised 
by the Esoplans—and Mr. Bryan—#so 
far as they dare raise any issuc. there 
is a total forgetfulness on their part 
of the weapon against which impe- 
rialism carnot prevail. Senator Fair- 
banks happily demolished the filmsy 
structure of imperialiem raised by the 
Esopians and Mr. Bryan—and built on 
fears without foundation, when he 
seid, in his formal letter of acceptance: 

“Congress has «utboriged a represen- 
tative assembly to be chosen in due 
time by the people of the islands. The 
ballot box is not the sign of imperial- 
ism. No one need have any grave con- 
cern with respect to the future of the 
urchipelago if the United States goes 
forward as heretofore, inspired by the 
same lofty purpose whi¢h has charac- 
terized the administration of Presidents 
McKinley and Roosevelt.” 

That which is true of the Philippines 
je true In an immeasurably greater de- 
gree of the United Siates and of the 
American people. The cry of imperial- 
ism is a cry of distrust of popular gov- 
ernment, and an assertion that the 
American people are incapable of self- 
rovernment and willing—with the im- 
pregnable ballot in their hands—tamely 
to submit to the rule of one man in- 
stead of the rule of themselves. 

It is an isnue that would be insulting 
if it were; not farcical, and Senator 
Fairbanks has most happily demon- 
strated the fact.—[Cine Comme:- 
cial-Tribune.

In considering the effecis 
of the respective tariff policies of the 
Republican anc Democratic partes 
we are unfortunately able to consult 
past experience. What a revenue tariff

OF “OURS”. 
GONE BEFORE. 


GEN. RUSSELL HASTINGS OF THE 
FAMOUS OLD 23RD OHIO. 


Comrade of Two Presidents in the 
Civil War—Wounded at the Ope- 
quan—From Ohio to Bermuda. 
One Who Was Among the First to 
Answer the Cali to Arms. 


Gen. Russell Hastings. whose death 
from angina pectoris occurred suddenly 
on Sunday. September 18, at Peter- 
sham, Mass.. was born in Greenfield, 
Mass., of Revolutionary stock, May 
30, 1835. 

The Boston Transcript of September 
20 prints a sketch of his life, the points 
of which are embodied herein. 

He was the son of Col. Rus- 
selj and Harriet Thayer Hastings. 
When he was about 12 years old his 
family moved to Ohio. Gen. Hastings 
entered the army at the first call to 
arms, in the spring of 1861, in the 
Twenty-third Ohio Regiment, and 
served with distinction throughout the 
Civil War. He was wounded in the 
knee at the battle of Winchester, 
known as the battle of the Opequan, 
and this wound made him a cripple for 
the remainder of his life. He was on 
the staff of Gen. pcammon, and later 
was a@jutant-general on the stuff of 
Maj.-Gen. Rutherford B. Hayes, who 
later became President. On the same 
staff’ Maj. William McKinley, another 
future President, was commissary offi- 
cer. The friendship formed between 
President McKinley and Gen. Hastings 
continued with the tenderness and de- 
votion so strikingly characteristic of 
both men. At the close of the war 
Gen. Hastings was brevetted brigadier- 
general. He settled in Ohio and served 
in the State Legislature. 

Gen. Hastings married for his first 
wife Adele Humphreys of Michigan. 
His second wife, whom he married in 
June. 1878, was Emily Platt, daughter 
of Willlam A. Platt of Columbus, Ohio, 
and niece of President Hayes. Mises 
Piatt was living with her uncle at the 
White Heuse and the wedding took 
place there. 

jen. Hastings had been to Bermuda 


on account of the delicacy of his 
health. and in the spring of 1879 he 
| made Hamilten, Bermuda, his permu- 


nent residence. No one of the many 
Americans who have enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of his beautiful estate of 
Yoney can forget the dignified presence 
and charming manners of the general. 
It was through Gen. Hastings that the 
Bermuda Easter lily was introduced 
into the New York market. Gen. and 
Mrs. Hastings went to Northampton 
to educate their children. The daugh- 
ters graduated at Smith College and 


the gon attended the Northampton pub- 


lic sehools, While Gen, Hastings was 
living in Northampton in 1899, Presi+ 
dent McKinley offered him the ap- 
pointment of diréctor of the Bureau of 
American Republics, an outgrowth of 
James G. Biaine’s Pan-American Cot- 
gress. It carried with it a salary of 
$5000, but Gen. Hastings declined the 
office. 

Gen. and Mrs. Hastings were in Cal- 
ifornia during the winter of 1902. 

Gen. Hastings is survived by his 
widow and their three children, Russell 
Platt, a student at Leland-Stanford 
University: Lucy Webb, and Fannie, 
who are abroad, and by Clive Hast- 
ings of Minneapolis, his son by 
first wife. 

His death occurred just forty years 
after he received his wound upon the 
famous field of the O uan, one of the 
notable battles of the ar of the Re- 
bellion—the momentous occasion when 
Sheridan sent Early “whirling up the 
valley.” 

The writer of these closing lines pays 
tribute to ay memory of a departed 
comrade, summed up in his life 
and character the qualities which go to 
make up that superb compound, “a sol- 
dier and a gentleman.”

Charlies Kelly, a young man who has 
been employed by the Liewellyn Iron 
Works, escaped death yesterday by a 
scratch.

A greasy little red-eyed man known 
as Frank Tomlinson is coolly hawking 
15,000 votes for sale in the coming Los 
Angeles city election ws openly as 
though they were sides of bacon. 

It is an astounding proposition all 
through. He says the votes are those

He is known around town as “Romeo,” 
and at times works at the Concordia 
Club. Romeo says he is the agent who 
supplies all the Los Angeles spook me- 
diums every two months with a “dope 
book” containing secret information 
which enables them to know points 
about the family history of every sucker 
who comes to consult them. 

His scheme is to instruct each me- 
dium in the city to bring messages from 
the spirit world to every sucker who 
has a vote. 

DEAD AUNTS TO ORDER. 

Dead Aunt Marys and Uncle Jacks 
will appear to trusting suckers and telj 
them out of the wisdom of the unseen 
world, to vote for and work for ——. 
Biank to be filled In by Romeo for a 
valuable consideration, to wit, $25. 

This would sound like a poor graft- 
ing scheme of a political scavenger at 
first. 

Tomlinson offers proof, however. 

As a proof that he is truly on the in- 
side of the spook circles here, he dile- 
closed startling facts to The Times. He 
told an intimate story of the miserable 
tricks worked by the “mediums” here 
in carrying out their graft. 

He related with cynical amusement 
the inner workings of a famous seance 
that startled even unbelievers in this 
city some time ago. 

lie says these tricks have so bound 
the suckers tn their faith that 30.000 of 
them car be solid like pigs at an elec- 
tion in Los Angeles. ifn a conserva- 
tive man, he cuts dowf the number he 
has for sale to 15,000—to make sure he 
can “deliver the goods,” perhaps.

HE'S SO HUMBLE. 

This one is like Uriah Heap. He acts 
all the time as though he were just get- 
ting ready to dodge something. 

He had been walting fifteen’ minutes 
for the meeting, and it had told on his 
nerves. He is a little, thin fellow, not 
over 30. He wore a greasy derby hat 
jammed down over his ears: his face 
was unshaven; his clothes were shiny 
and ragged. He was pati#tically eager. 
Some of the talk was half jocu He 
would smile wanly, and eagerly drag 
back to the talk of the votes. 

He was 80 eager to name the price, 
yet dared not speak of money until just 
before the end of the tnterview. He 
was so afraid it might get into a news- 
paper.

LEGAL FIGHT 
OVER BIBLE? 


Wide-interest Question 
Annandale School. 


Patron Declares He'll Sue 
for an Injunction. . 


of 


Claims Religious Teaching 
Violation of Law. 


Shall the Bibie be read in the pub- 
lic schools? 7 

This is the vexed question over 
which many a district wrangle has 
been waged with bitterneess in various 
States of the Union; and it is on this 
question that the community of An- 
nandale, just outside of the city lim- 
its, adjoining Garvanza, is now hav- 
ing trouble. 

Irate patrons of the school, who ob- 
ject to what they, term a direct vio- 
lation of the State law, declare they 
will bring injunction proceedings to 
restrain the Board of School Trustees 
from keeping the school open, and to 
confiscate the salaries due the teach- 
ers in the school. 

Appearances indicate that the school 
trustees will sustain the teachers, and 
it is probabe a test case will bé 
made of the Annandale school, The 
point may be taken to the Supreme 
Court for a decision, despite the opin- 
lon rendered by the Attorney-General 


}ulong this line about two years ago. 


MR. WBISS OBJECTS. 

A. Weiss, a resident of Eagle Rock 
avenue, a householder and taxpayer 
in the Annandale district, with five 
children of school age, is the leader 
of the agitation agaist the use of tne 
Bible in the schools of that district. 
Yesterday he began a line of decisive 
action toward securing what he re- 
sards as his rights as a taxpayer and 
patron of the schools, 

Mr. Weiss claims the pupils of the 
school are required to learn the Twen- 
ty-third Psalm, and to repeat it daily: 
that the departments of the schoo: 
are opened with prayer each morning, 
and that at various times during the 
day the pupils are required to search 
through the Bible for references that 
are worked into their lessons when- 
ever possible. 

In fact, Mr. Weiss asserts, every 
oppertunity is taken to bring before 
the puplis the Bible and religious 
teachings, by direct quotation and by 
inferences, to all of which he objects. 

He states that at the close of last 
school year the Episcopalians of that 
neighborhood together and 
purchased a Bible to be presented to 
the school; that this was given to the 
district, Bishop J. H. Johnson mak- 
ing the presentation, and that there 
were speeches made at that time which 
refiected in an insulting manner on 
eny man who would object to tne bi- 
ble being used In the public schoo, 
and decrying the patriotiem of any 
such persons; to all of which Mr. 
Weise also takes exceptions. 

NOTICE TO REFRAIN. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Weiss visited 
the Annandale scnool and served no- 
tice on the teachers that Nereafter they 
must refrain from teaching his chil- 
dren religious doctrines or from com- 
pelling wem to learn sections of the 
Bible. 

He also visited members of the Board 
of School Trustees and made a simi- 
lar statement, and informed them tnat 
he should carry the matter to the 
County Superintendent's office in the 
afternoon. 

“These people are daily violating the 
jaws of California,” said Weiss, and 
I suak certainly bring the matter to a 
test and see whether they can over- 
ride it or not. I shall bring suit to 
restrain the trustees from conducting 
the school, and see that the provisions 
of the State law are carried out. 

“| have taken two of my children 
out ofthe school, but | do not propose 
to submit any longer, and as | have 
the law plainly on my side, I know I 
can insist on the school being closed 
and the teachers’ salaries corifiscated. 

“Why, my boy is in the fourth grade, 
and he can repeat ‘the Twenty-third 
Paalm like a book, but he can’t say 
his multiplication tables. I am deter- 
mined to carry this matter c.ear 
through and stop this direct Viola- 
tion of law.” 

WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 

The part of the school laws for the 
State of California to which Weiss 
refers is section 1672, and reads as 
follows: 

“No publication of a sectarian, par- 
tisan or denominational character must 
be used or distributed in any school, 
or be made a part of any school hi- 
brary, nor must any sectarian or de- 
nominational doctrine be taught there- 
in. Any school district, town or city, 
the officers of which knowingly allow 
any school to be taught in violation 
of these provisions, forfeits all rights 
to any State or county appropriations 
of the schoo: money; and upon satis- 
factory evidence of such violations the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
must withhold both State and county 
appropriations.” 

Despite the wording of this section, 
there appears to be a wide difference 
of opinion as to just what -it covers, 
and it is possible the Annandale case 
will bring about a judicial definition 
of the long-mooted question. 

Is the use of the Bible as a text-book 
in the study of literature a violation 
of this section? Is the placing of the 
Bible as a book of reference in the 
school library another violation? Is no 
reference wo be made to the teachings 
of the Bible as they come up in vVa- 
rious phases of school work under 
present tcxt-books? Are the provisions 
ef the County Board of Education in 
its arrangement of the course of study 
to be ignored by the teachers in their 
attempts to conform to interpretations 
of this section of the State school law? 
These are among ithe perplexing 
queries arising about the use of the 
Bible in the public schools; all might 
be asked in the present case of the 
Annardale district.

Miss Mattie Stcele, principal of the 
Annandale school, discussing the 
trouble last night said: “‘The course of 
study prese~ibed by the County Board 
of Education includes the teaching of 
the pupils the Twenty-third Psalm. It 
is compulsory to follow this line of 
study laid down by the board. We 
have so taught this psalm in this 
school. In the primary department Miss 
Kucson has had the children repeat it 


at the wvoeginning of the day's work.

LIBRARY SITE. 

- MUCH TALK, NO.ACTION. 

H. W. O'Melveny, aided and abetted 
by the members of the Library Board, 
yesterday morning made a hard but 
futile effort to induce the City Council 
to purchase a tract of land at Figueroa 
and Eleventh street, to be us@@ as a 
site for a Library building. The prop- 
erty has a frontage of 300 feet on Fig- 
veroa and Eleventh streets and 330 feet 
on Flower street. It is offered to the 


centimeter is considered 


paid for on the installment plan at the 
rate of $20,000 a year; deferred pay- 
ments to bear 5 per cent. Interest. 

Mr. O'Melveny said that he, in com- 
pany with members of the Library 
Board, had looked into the present 
financial status of the city and had 
arrived at the conclusion that the city 
could purchase the property on time 
payments and pay for it out of the 
regular tax levy. and that a bond issue 
would be unnecessary. He said the 
deputy auditor had made an estimate 
showing that the city could pay $2500 
cash to bind the bargain, pay $19,000 
more by May next year, an@ $20,000 on 
the first of each succeeding May until 
the property was paid for. He said 
that the city could do this by paying 5 
per cent. interest on deferred pay- 
ments. 

A year ago the O'Dea property Wasa 
offered the city as a site for the new 
Polytethnic High School for $80,00v. 
O'Melveny explained that the extra 
$1500 has been added to the price to 
provide for this year's taxes, but sug- 
gested that if the city would purchase 
the property it could save this sum for 
the reason that it would not be neces- 
sary for the municipality to pay tax 
to itself. 

Dr. Trueworthy said that the Los 
Angeles Library had a greater circula- 
tion per capita of municipal popuia- 
tion than any other library in the 
United States. He said he had favored 
placing the buliding in Central rk, 
bué-had found that a great many of 
the business men Were oppose to 
using the park for such a purpose. He 
urged that the Council take immediate 
steps to secure the O'Dea property. 

Willoughby Rodman, member of the 
Library Board, said that the demand 
for a new library bullding is impera- 
tive, that many valuable bodéks of ref- 
erence are inaccessible in the present 
library for the reason that there is no 
place for them except in some dark 
shelf where they are never seen. He 
said that the fact that it had been 
necessary to remove the papers from 
the Library building to the rooms of 
the Chamber of Commerce is in itself 
conclusive evidence that a new buiid- 
ing shoujd be secured, and that 
quickly. 

Rev. S. Hecht said he had given the 
question of a new hbrary careful con- 
sideration, and was convinced the city 
should secure a new site. He spoke in 
favor of the O'Dea property. 

Councilman Skilling, who is chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, said he 
favors a new Library building, but is 
not convinced that the site selected is 
better than others that might be con- 
sidered, or that the city’s finances are 
in condition to permit of the purchase 
at the present time. “This matter of 
location has been argued here many 
times,’ said Skilling. “I would like 
to have a full Council present when 
we make our final disposition of this 
petition. There are a number of peo- 
ple who feel that it would be a mistake 
to scatter*the city buildings over sv 
wide a territery. The new postoffice 
is to be built on North Spring street, 
the Courthouse jis there now; it is not 
likely that the City Hall will be moved 
from its present site for a number of 
years.” 

He suggested. that the ter be re- 
ferred io the Committee of the Whole. 

Summerland entered a protest. 
“When this petition about the Library 
site came to us some weeks ago,” said 
he. “it was Teferred to the Finance 
Committee. I see no reason why it 
should now be sent elsewhere.” 

Kern said that he had favored plac- 
ing the LAbrary building in 8Sixth- 
street Park, but had found unexpected 
opposition, and was now convinced 
that it could not be placed there with- 
out a long-drawn-out contest; he be- 
lieved the purchase of the O'Dea prop- 
erty would be a good investment, but 
was not willing te act on the petition 
until the other members. of the Council 
were present. — 

Furish said that on a former occa- 
sion he had fought very hard to get 
honds voted to locate the library in 
Sixth-street Park, but did not fee! cer- 
tain that it would be wise to purchase 
the property as pro- 
posed. 

‘This thing of purchasing property 
on the instaliment plan is in danger 
of being carried a bit too far,” said 
Furish. “We have bought Sycamore 
Grove and the new playgrdund site to 
be paid for in installments. Now we 
are asked to secure a library site in 
the same way. The charter provides 
for the issuance of bonds for the ex- 
penditure of money for other than that 
which we have on hand. The peopte 
have a chance to vote on a bond issue: 
when we buy on installments we are, 
to a certain extent, at least, usurping 
their rights. I think this question 
should be given careful consideration, 
and that we should defer action until 
the absent members have been given 
an opportunity to express their opin- 
jons.”’ 

Then the Council decided to leave 
the question with the Finance Commit- 
tee. This left the petition just where 
it was before the committeemen went 
before the Council to make their argu- 
ment in favor of the Eleventh-street 
site.

Inasmuch as Mr. Lacey is the nom!- 
inee of the petitioner, it is improbable 
that he will be appointed the guardian, 
though who will have charge of the 
_Self-willed girl can only be known to- 
day. 

Attorney Kiamroth went upon the 
siand yesterday, and gave a deiailed 
statement regarding the efforts made 
by Mrs. Gault to turn her daughters 
mind away from Bowers, the reputed 
author of the unpleasantness that had 
separated mother and daughter. When 
barely 14 years of age, and running 
about in ehort frocks, Enid was 
duced by him to patch up some kind 
of an understanding with the wooer. 
The attorney told how he had a iong 
talk with the girl, during which she 
argued for her right to determine for 
\herself, and eaid that she would be 
loyal to Bowers. The fact that he had 
lho income to support her, that her *®d- 
|} ueation was incomplete, had no effe 
|upon her. She conceded the kindness 
and generoe!t; of her mother, but ad- 
_ hered to her intention to make no 
| promises 

Ultimately, however, Enid was per- 
suaded to sign a written promise to 
have nothing more to do with Bowera, 
and her mother. bélieving in her 
daughter, thought she would keep ner 
word. 


“After the document was signed.”

NO COMPETITION TOMORROW IN

Beth Occidental and St. Vincent's

ANY RACES 
FOR AUTOISTS. 


BIG PROGRAMME ARRANGED FOR 
NEXT MONTH. 


Fourteen Events Will be on Card 
and All but Two Are for Five 
Miles—Huntington and Chanslor 
Cups Principal Trophies—Fuller 
Will Race Here. 


Programmes will be out next week 
for the two-day race meet to be held 
here October 21 and 22 by the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern lifornia, and 
the indications are that the events will 
be the best ever seen In this end of the 
State. The races will be at Agricul- 
tural Park. which has about the fast- 


or horse races. 

The programme as outined at this 
time will consist of seven races each 
day, and all of them will be five-mile 
races except two, which will be ten 
miles, and valuable prizes will be of- 
fered for each race. ‘ The Huntington 
and Chanslor cups will be raced for 
again, the former now being held by 
Ryus and the latter by the National 
Automobile ‘people of San Franciseo.

ge PANAMA “ISSUE.” 


Ludicrous beyond description are 


the efforts of Democratic statesmen, 
orators and editors to discredit the ac- 
tion of the President in connection 
with the Panama Canal, by reason of 
which action the unquestioned right to 
build the great waterway was secured, 
@nd the actual work of construction 


Was made possible. In his letter of ac- 


ceptanee, Judge Parker declares that 
“the Panama route having been se- 
lected, the building of the canal should 
be pressed to completion witb“all rea- 
sonable expedition.” Also that “un- 
der the laws of the United States, the 
authority is imposed upon the Exec- 
utive to proceed with due d ce to 
the construction of the canal,” and that 
“that duty should be promptly per- 
formed.” In the same breath, Judge 
Parker qtiestions the methods by which 
the President acquired the Panama Ca- 
nal route, and declares that “the staie- 
ment that by acquiring the rights to 
the canal a great public work 
Was assured to the profit of our 
people, is not a sufficient answer to the 


charge of violation ‘of national 
good faith” He does not ‘make 
a direct charge that national 


good faith has been violated. In 
fact, his whole attempted arraign- 
ment of the administration for its ac- 
tion in the Panama Canal matter is 
by innuendo rather than by direct at- 
tack. There are many persons, accord- 
ing to Judge Parker; who hold that 
“adherence to precedent, whether it 
works for good or ill, will have a more 
beneficent effect on our future destiny 
than all our material upbuilding, and 
that we should ever remember that the 
idea of doling @ wrong to a smaller, 
weaker nation than we, that even all 
mankind may have a resultant good, is 
repugnant to the principles upon which 
our government is founded.” 

All this is mere demagogic twaddle, 
and Judge Parker acknowledges it to 
be such, in effect, when he declares 
that notwithstanding the “wrong” done 
by the President, we should go ahead 
with the construction of the canal 
“with all reasonable expedition.” It 
will be noticed that he does not di- 
rectly charge that any wrong has been 
done. He contents himself with set- 
ting up @ man of straw, Quixote-like, 
and then attempting to destroy it. 

Judge Parker says in substance, 
thouga not in precise terms, that we 
acquired the canal route by illegiti- 
mate means, “repugnant to the princi- 
ples upon which our government was 
founded,” but that, having acquired 
it, we should by all means keep it, “and 
proceed with due diligence to the con- 
struction of the canal.”" Now it is evi- 
dent to every man of sense that if the 
President wrongfully acquired the 
right to build the canal we should re- 
linguish it. The construction of the 
canal cannot possibly right the wrong, 
if a wrong was committed. When our 
Democratic friends say “go ahead and 
build the canal,” they virtually indorse 
the @eps by which the right of way 
was By the same token they 
virtually admit that the good accom- 
plished far outweighs any possible evil, 
and confess that the action of the 
President was right. If these would- 


be faultfinders had the courage to 


come out frankly and say tbat if 
placed in power they will undo what 
the President has accomplished, end 
will attempt to accomplish the same re- 
sults in their own quaint, Japanesque 
way, they would certainly be entitled 
to the concession of sincerity. As the 
case stands, they are only playing to 
the galleries, and the music is of so 
poor a quality that even the galleries 
will repudiate it. 

If the President had not seen fit to 
“take occasion by the hand” in this 
Panama affair, we should probably 
have been haggling and gabbling over 
the question for the next twenty-five 
to fifty years, and should have been no 
nearer to agreemen( at the end of that 
time than we were when we began. 

If the President's course in this mat- 


ter needed any-defense, his letter of | 


acceptance would furnish it. “Our op- 
ponents can criticise what we did in 
Panama,” he eays, “only on condition 
of misstating what was done. The ad- 
ministration behaved throughout, not 
only with good faith, but with extraor- 
dinary patience and large generosity 
toward those with whom it dealt. It 
acted in strict compliance with the law 
passed by Congress. Had not Panama 


have been deferred, certainly for years, 
perhaps for a generation or more.” 

The action taken by the Pregident 
was the only action that could have 
been taken under the circumstances to 
insyre the construction of the canal. 
The President's would-be critics, in 
urging the construction of the canal 
under the rights secured, virtually ac- 
quiesce in and sustain thé course pur- 
sued by him in securing, thope rights. 
In no sense did he exceed his ‘author- 
ity under the Constitution, nor did he 
violate any law of the land.

BUT A CENTRAL 

Before the City Council yester- 
day appeared representatives of the 
Library Board, recommending that the 
Council purchase for a library site a 
tract of land on Eleventh street, ex- 
tending from Figueroa to 
streets, for the sum of $81,500. The 
site mearures 330x300 feet, and the 
proposi tien ig that the city shall pay 
installments of $20,000 per year upon 
the principal. The proposition. was 
referred to the Finance Committee of 
the Council. 

It is apparent without much reflec- 
tion that the proposed site is not a 
suitable one for a public library. Its 
unsuitableness due principally to 
the fact that its location is not cen- 
tral. Most of the patrons of the pub- 
lic library would be compelled to pay 
two car fares in making a trip to the 
business section of {he city and the li- 
brary, if the latter were located on 
the proposed site. It is needless to 
say that the public library should be 
so located as to be as casily accessible 
as possible to all parts of the city. The 
proposed Eleventh-street site would 
unnecessarily inconvenience a major- 
ity of the patrons of the library; espe- 
cialfy those living in the northwest 
section, in East Los. Angeles,on Boyle 
Heights and in the southeastern part 
of the city. ; 4 

Another consideration which ought 
to have great weight in the selectiof 
of a library site is the desirability of 


as smal] a radius as is practicable. The 
new government building soon to be 
erected at the corner of Spring and 
Temple streets will be visited by 
thousands who would find it a great 
convenience to have the public 
library not far away. A new City 
Hall will soon be required, and it 
would certainly be advisable to 
locate it near the Courthouse, in view 
of the probable early consolidation of 
the city and county governments. In 
fact, as we have said, it should be the 
stated policy to group all public build- 
ings within the smallest practicable 
radius. The disadvantages of scatter- 
ing them are obvious. 

The city is not yet in a position to 
issue bonds for a public library build. 
ing. If bonds are to be issued for 
any purpose, it should be for a new 
City Hall, which might be made prac- 
tically an enlargement of the Court- 
house. The debt of the city is now 
higher than it ought to be, and the 
School Board is already clamoring for 
some $200,000 more for that depart- 
ment. If we are to construct new 
buildings, we should first construct 
those that are most needed. 

To sum up, then, The Times is op- 
posed to the library site suggested. It 
is also opposed to the construction of 
a new library Muilding at this time, 
and it is in favor of looking forward 
to the time when there shall be but 
one city and inty government, and 
the construc of buildings which 
shall be suitable for the joint of 
such a government. nd ly, we 
favor grouping the various * public 
buildings within the smallest practi- 
cable space.

BREAKFAST-FOOD HABIT 
AND ITS RESULTS. 

It may add relish to your favorite 
breakfast food to know that in de- 
manding it every morning you are 
contributing your mite toward bring- 
ing about an economic change in 
this country which is international in 
its influence and of much significance. 

Beginning at the effect and work- 
ing backward to the cause, we find 
that the nations of the world are 
commercially alarmed because, for 
the first time in history, the exports 
of manufactures from the United 
States .exceed the exports of . agri- 
cultural products, which simply means 
that American manufacturers are 
making a remarkably successful in- 
vasion of foreign fields. While our 
exports of manufactures are increas- 
ing, our exports of agricultural 
products are decreasing, thus bring- 
ing about a significant change in the 
Status heretofore held by America 'n 
the great world market. 

The cause of the decreasing exports 
of agricultural products) is found 
chiefly in a rapidly-increasing home 
consumption. The consumption of 
wheat per capita in 1904 was 6.32 
bushels, an average larger than that 
of any earlier years except 1902 and 
1883. 

A recent report of the chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor assigns 
as one of the chief causes of the in- 
creased home consumption of the do- 
mestic supply of breadstuffs, the 
growing use of “cereals” of various 
sorts upon the breakfast table, among 
a’. classes of citizens. While no ac- 
‘curate measurement of the quantity 
of grain consumed in this manner is 
availaile, the rapid growth in the 
us* of food preparations of this char- 


ca: be no doubt that considerable 
quantities of grain are utilized in this 
manne-> and probably displace, to some 
extent, the foods of other varieties 
formerly used. The census report of 
1900 shows that the value of articles 
classed as “food' preparations” pro- 
duced in the United States was $38,- 
457,651 in 1900, against $14,105,485 In 
1890 and $2,493,229 in 1880, while, the 
value of material used in the manu- 
facture"was $23,675,165 in 1900, against 
$8,129,925 in 1890 and §$1,604,660 In 
1880. 

Short crops at home or low prices 
abroad cannot properly be offered In 
explanation of the decreasing exports 


demand must be regarded as the chief 
factor in the reduction. 

You will observe, therefore, that 
your dish of breakfast food each 
morning not only refreshes you but 
plays its part in a great American 
trade metamorphosis. America’s pres- 
tige as an exporter of agricultural 
products is waning, largely because 
its busy workers are making such 
heavy demands upon this country’s 
domestic products; and the cheapness, 
nourishing power and variety of the 
“prepared” cereal breakfast foods are 
going far toward keeping active the 
brain and brawn that are turning 
out the manufactures which now so 
successfully invade the markets of al! 
th? world. 


The condition of the city parks, and 
particularly Westlake Park, has be- 
come serious ard is daily becoming 
more so, by reason of the stagnant 
water and decaying vegetation.

COMERS NEW. 


STRANGERS’ FRIEND’ SOCIETY. 
AUSPICIOUS START. 


Rev. Or. Kidder Outlines Purposes 
of Organization, One of Which is 
to Establish a Foothill Camp for 
Worthy Consumptives—Churches 
Overworked. 


“The enthusiasm that is to sweep 
the twentieth century is the enthusiasm 
for men. We're going to be humanita- 
rians in the best sense of the word, and 
we intend to meet and greet every 
stranger that we see in Los Angeles 
with a broad face and a hearty hand 
grasp; a welcome and a ‘God biess 
you,’” 

Thus spoke Dr. A. A. Kidder at Tem- 
ple Baptist Church last night, and this 
was the sentiment of the whole meet- 
ing, which was held to advance the in- 
terests of the recently organized Stran- 
gers’ Friend Society. Its- object is to 
lend a helping hand to the stranger 
within our gates, and to show sympa- 
thy and encouragement at a time when 
many stand sorely in need of friends. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Charles Cassat Davis, and the pro- 
gramme was opened with music by 
the University Orchestra. Rev. W. A. 
Lamb, Rev. Willlam Horace Day and 
Rev. Dr. C. C. Willett participated in 
the devotional part of the programme, 
and then Dr. Kidder proceeded to out- 
line the need of the work proposed in 
Los Angeles and to detail the plans of 
the society. 

Fie stated that with the great throng 
of more than five thousand people a 
year coming to Los Angeles to settle, 
besides the immense number of tour- 
ists and temporary visitors, the 
churches are simply overwhelmed with 
the work among strangers and are en- 
abled only to touch a small portion cf 
it. 

“Our plan means no antagonism of 
the churches’ efforts. It rather supple- 
ments their labors.—-We propose a di- 
visian into eight departments for the 
benefit of the stranger. The prime ob- 
ject is to touch him when he lands 
here; to put hope in the newcomer, and 
to give him a fair start.. We shall look 
up the strangers in accidents or {li- 
ness, and shall establish a bureau of 
investigation to take up individual 
especial at- 
tention. 

“Alrendy we have had a donation of 
an office room in one of the mode n 
new office bulldings, and the use of a 
hall for Sunday afternoon meetings 
has been placed at our disposal. The 
ministers are cobperating with this so- 
clety, and are gladly welcoming us in 
our efforts at this supplemental work 
of the churches. 


“We contemplate the establishment 
of a camp in the foothills for the 
friendesrs consumptives who come 


here and know not where to turn in 
their struggle for life, and we have 
other plans maturing for the ald of 
strangers in various lines.” . 

Judge Curtis D. Wilbur @poke of the 
broad fleld for such a society as the 
Strangers’ Friend, and said: “If there 
is anything clearly emphasized in aa- 
cred history, it is the duty of helping 
the strangers.

SANTA ANA MASONS VICTIMIZED 
BY DOPE FIEND. 


Supposed Doctor Has Served Jail 
Sentence in Los Angeles and May 
Get Another—Reunion Arranged 
by Orange County Veterans—City 
Hall Dedication Plans. 


SANTA ANA, Sept. 29.—Developments 
of the past two days have proven con- 
clusively to the minds of the officers 
and to local Masons that the man foun4 
wandering in the peatiands in an 1p- 
parently demented condition, and later 
eared for here by the Masonic Lodge, 
under the name of Dr. Alston B. Neal 
of Millersburg, Ky., is not Dr. Neal, but 
a rank impostor, who is using Neal’s 
name and Masonic standing to get 
money enough to keep him supplied 
with morphine, to the use of which his 
present mental and physical wreck ts 
attributable. 

When the man first appeared here 
and gave the name of Neal, it was 
’ observed that he was a dope fiend, and 
small doses of the drug were given 
him to keep him in a tractable condi- 
tion. L. L. Shaw, Master of the local 
Masonic Lodge, who has taken Neal's 
case personally in hand ever since he 
once tele- 
graphed to Millersburg to make inqui- 
ries about Nedl. He then learned that 
he left there with plenty of money in 
company with ‘several friends to ai- 
tend the Templar Conclave at Sun 
Francisco, and an examination of the 
hotel register at the Van Nuys showed 
that Neal was there with a party of 
fourteen friends from Millersburg and 
Sharpsburg, Ky., just a couple of days 
before the appearance of the man pos- 
ing as Neal in this city. Later infor- 
mation from Neal's home town was to 
the effect that he was not a doctor, 
such as the prisoner here purports to 
be, and piecing these facts together 


the conclusion reached was that the 
man here was an impostor. Appuir- 
ently he suspected that the officers 


here were becoming suspicious of his. 
identity. and while confined at the hos- 
pital Sunday evening made an attempt 
to escape. He was promptly turned 
over to Sheriff Lacy, and has since 
«been in jail. This morning Marshal 


. Maxwell swore to a complaint, charg- 


ing him with vagrancy, and it is likely 
he will be committed to serve a ter 
in the County Jail on that charge. The 
man still maintains to the officers that 
he-is Neal of Millersburg, but he has 
admitted to the Masonic officers that 
that is not his name, giving them the 
address of a banking firm in San 
Frarcisco, whom he claims are agents 
for his father, and will send him money 
to get out of the scrape. 

Detective J. R. Ritch, who was here 
from Los Angeles Sunday, took the 
man’s description, and from the 
Angeles police it is learned that he 
served a term of thirty days in the Los 
Angeles County Jail for disturbing the 
peace at Pasadena, and also served a 
ten days’ sentence in the Los Angeles 
City Jail on another charge. .He was 
formerly in Fresno. From his manner 
and talk he is apparently refined, was 
probably a medical student, and has at 
one time belonged to the Masonic or- 
der, although not at Millersburg, Ky. 
He refuses to divulge the whereabouts 
of his family. 

Meanwhile nothing can be learned 
here about the real Neal, whor: the 
man here has been impersonating to 
work his graft. The story of the 
knockout drops at Long Beach ie, of 
course, discarded as a fabrication pure 
and simple, but some fear is ent>r- 
tained that the real Neal may have 
come to harm at the hands of the man 
‘here. It is known that he had plenty 
of money with him, and nothing has 
been heard from him since leaving Lus 
Angeles, either by the Millersburg 
Lodge, so far as is known here, or by 
local Masons who have been making 
inquiries. 

The friends whom the prisoner here 
claims as his fathers’ financial agents 
have been addressed in San Francisco, 
and his triai will not be held probably 
until a response is received from them.

VENTURA, Sept. 29.—No beuquets 
were thrown to the Board of Town 
Trustees of this city at the meeting 
last night, though some ‘two dozen 
ladies were present and ready to 
shower sweet flowers upon the mem- 
bers if things had been different. The 
dies were out in force to see the 
board reduce the number of saloons, 
as had been prayed for by petition. 
Numbers of them bore huge bouquets 
of sweetest flowers. This morning

be granted, as usual. 

At the conclusion of the talks the 
board unanimously voted that the thir- 
teen applicants be granted licenses at 
$600 per annum. e appi‘cation for 
a license by Luis Kamp was with- 
drawn, while the Rose Hotel oar put 
in no application on the ground that 
a dic not justify the expendi- 
ure,

trustees did not know what they had 
missed until the clerk today report- 
ed finding the bouquets on the floor.
